OfJntinuation of 2. NOTE: the newly added limitation "all individual messages" and^single input" to independent claims 1 and 7 raises 
new issues since the limitation was not considered before. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that Walsh does not disclose 
or suggest requesting all voice messages with a single input and states that col. 3, lines 19-26 merely describes grouping together voice 
message from the same caller based on the caller's return address. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. As shown in the final office 
action, Walsh, as noted by applicant, teaches of grouping together voice messages from the same caller. Walsh also teaches of retrievin 
messages by having the user input a header e.g. caller name. Therefore, as explained in the office action since multiple messages from 
the same caller can be grouped together and since the user can input a single input (header) to retrieve all messages from the same 
caller then the Examiner believes that Walsh discloses of requesting all voice messages (from the same caller) with a single input (single 
name input) . 
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
